ROADS. 

From a work recently noticed by us on Plank 
Roads, we gather the following 
parison of the cost of Plank and Macadam Roads. 
The writer is decidedly in favor of Plank Roads, 
and as they are an improvement coming into use 
ia this section, we will give our readers an ab- 
stract of the data by which he arrives at his con- 
ec - 
It is stated in the Report of the Commiasioners 
of Board of Works of Canada, for the year end- 
ing 1848, that the average cost of the fifty-six 
miles of Macadamired Road under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Wontroal Turnpike Trustees, was 
$3,462 per mile. Two miles wore laid by the way 
of experiment, costing $5,235 per mile—-the low- 
est price at which any Macadam Road was made 

-the greatest cost being $4,848. But on this 
road, extending seven miles from Montreal to 
Lachine, there was heavy cntting on two hills 
The repairs for the last cight years have been, 
annually, $200 a mile—about 2-25 of the original 
cost. At Quebec, the average cost of thirty-one 
miles, was $5,600 per mile; the repairs amount- 
ing per mile, annually, to $165; 245 of the
